Lots Of Brick. 

Mr. W. B. Perdue had been con- 
nected with the old Alabama Midland 
Railroad, later absorbed by the Plant 
System, and many months before the 
contract for the Elba branch was let 
he heard news that appeared to him 
reliable and he moved to Elba and 
set up a modern brick manufacturing 
plant about a hundred yards North of 
the site of the new school building. 
In June, 1897, he already had a good 
many excellent brick made, and was 
still running regularly. He must 
have had lots of money or a whale of 
credit in order to have been able to 
keep going, because the rural demand

ELBA IN 1897 


One Of Founders Of Clip- 
per Tells 30 Year Old 
News.

Brantley, twenty miles North- 
West of Elba, was our shipping point, 
it having at the time the nearest rail 
connection, We got our supplies for 
about sixteen months from Brantley, 
The arrangement was not  burden- 
some or very expensive, for as we 
recall small lots of freight were 
brought on wagons for about 25 
cents a hundred pounds, and larger 
lots at a cheaper rate. The principal 
wagon freight business was done by 
J. L. Larkins and John Black. Lark- 
ins was a farmer living near Elba 
and was one of the most genial men IT 
ever knew. He farmed a little, but 
mainly relied on his hauling business 
for a_ living. He was numbered 
among the first subscribers to the 
Clipper. After cotton went up in 
price he paid ‘more attention to farm- 
ing and was well off when he died. 
He had one interesting quality and 
that was that most of the jokes he 
told were on himself. John Black 
was at different times engaged in 
farming and serving as constable 
and at still other times as Marshal of 
Elba. He lived at Elba some years 
after I went’there and moved away. 

JUSTICE COURT OFFICERS. 

In mentioning the officials last 
week I omitted to make mention of 
some of them. At no time since 1897 
has the justice Court and its proceed- 
ings amounted to so much as it did 
in the first two years of the Clipper's 
life. 

Elba precinct No. 6 had as_ its 
justices, J. L. Prescott, who was a 
former sheriff and also engaged in 
the Livery stable business; Dr. B. A. 
Hill, a rather talented physician, but 
no longer young, who at times in- 
sisted that he had once been a lawyer 
in active practice, a statement which 
I never did know whether he meant 
for a joke or not; and W. F. Ham- 
mond, editor of the Alabama Toiler. 
The constable was C. R. Talbot. 

CHARLIE TALBOT. 

Charlie Talbot was not to be out 
done by the justices and he also ar 
times had two jobs, that of heing 
constable and collecting.
